at an even temperature for a long time, only an occasional , shovelful of 
coal put on the fire being necessary to prevent its going lower.

March 81, 1S10. With Miss Dow and two 
other women she was sitting In the draw- 
ing room when a masked man suddenly; 
appeared. Miss Blackstone sought to de- 
fend herself from attack and was shot 
down, while Miss Dow was slightly in- 
jured.

Real Estate Deal 
Was Costly 


The newspapers do not print the actual 


facts about the lawsuit of the late George 
Crocker's stepchildren to regain posses- 
sion of their mother's residence In New 
York. The story was published in The 
Wasp over a year ago, when the litigation 
began- 
The residence is on the north 


corner of Fifth avenue ad Sixty-fourth . 
street, New York.- and has been sold to 
James B. Hoggin, who formerly lived ,.on 
Taylor street, near the site of the Fair- 
mont Hotel. Mr. Haggin was a partner 
of the Jate Uoyd Tevis, one of the found- 
ers of Wells Fargo express. He and Mrs. 
Tevis were amongst the greatest land- 
owners in the West. Mr. Haggin was a 
widower when he married his present 
•wife, who is many years his junior, and 
very fond of society. Mr. Haggln, when 
in California, never showed much par- 
tiality for it. He was a generous patron 
of the turf, and for many years main- 
tained a large racing stable., 


The Crocker house and its contents, 


which Mr. Haggln has purchased far aboxit 
5700,000, is a four-story residence cover- 
ing a lot only 30 feet on Fifth avenue 
by 110 on Sixty-fourth street. It would 
be considered an insignificant pleco of 
property in San Francisco, but real estate 
in fashionable New York is a luxury for 
millionaires. 


The late George Crocker left the house, 


with its contents, to the Columbia Uni- 
versity, directing that they must be sold 
and the proceeds applied to research work 
for the purpose of discovering a cure -for 
cancer. His wife, who was Mrs. Ruther- 
for when he married her, died of cancer, 
and Mr. Crocker himself fell a victim to 
the same dead disease. 


Mrs, Rutherford was the widow of (Alex- 


ander Rutherford of California, and had 
about 5300,000. which was very little in 
comparison "with the wealth of her afflu- 
ent husband. Mr. Crocker treated Tils 
wife's children very liberally, and he pre- 
sented his wife with the Fifth avenue 
mansion. He gave

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The Country Wanfs Peace. 


What the country needs is peace, industrial stability, confidence 


that the laws will fulfill What is required of them, and a sense of 
security in financial circles. A cessation of the political agitation 
directed at corporations and what is'known as "'big business" w>ich 
has been going on for the'last five or six years would relieve1' the 
strain under which the business world in the'United States is labor- 
ing. 
It would dissipate the feeling of timidity and apprehension 


that befogs the financial situation and makes men reluctant to'en- 
gage in new enterprises or expand existing mercantile and manu- 
facturing business. 
, 
.' 


We believe the country is ready, and anxious for pe.ace if it can be 


had without surrendering any public right or compromising . with 
•wrong and lawlessness. In our opinion a large majority of the peo- 
ple arc tired of agitation and of the "perpetual clamor for a crusade 
on the business interests of the nation. But peace caimpt be made 
by railing at President Taft for enforcing the law prohibiting com- 
binations in restraint of trade and demanding that the Sherman anti- 
trust law be repealed. There will never be peace on those terms, and 
the sooner that fact is recognized the better it will be for the coun- 
try. Peace will not come till big business renders obedience to the 
law and the great trust organizations'put their houses in order for 
the transaction of business in the way the law requires it to be done. 
A cheerful acceptance of the conditions imposed by the law pn the 
so-called captains of finance and industry will at once establish the 
basis of peace and prosperity. 


The Sherman law will not be repealed nor will its purpose be de- 


stroyed by amendment. It lias come to stay. When it is amended 
it will be to malce it more effective and to more clearly define how 
business, especially corporate business, may be conducted in accord- 
ance with its provisions. But artificially created monopolies and com- 
binations in restraint of trade are permanently outlawed. The ban 
will not be removed. Nor. will it be permitted to fall into innocuous 
desuetude. 
• 
• 


The people will not turn against the President for employing the 


instrumentalities of the law to prevent exactions and stop the cre- 
ation 
of monopolies by mobilizing corporations, "gentlemen's 


agreements," pooling, or any other arrangement which operates to 
restrain trade and-artificially advance prices. The people do not 
vvant the law made oppressive or so drastically construed as to in- 
flict injustice, but they are resolved that competition shall not be 
stifled and the public squeezed by illegal combination. 


We believe that the Sherman law can be obeyed without de- 


stroying the efficiency of our inchistrial system, and we believe all 
the great industrial corporations, or nearly -all, are getting ready to 
reorganize in accordance'with the law. They-can do this and they 
must do it. If it be found that the law inflicts unnecessary hard- 
ship and can be so amended as to relieve, capital. and enterprise of 
burdens which merely clog development, and it can be done without 
making the law ineffective, the amendment will be made. But the 
purpose of the law will be carried out. There is no question about 
that. Peace on the basis of obedience to the law is what the coun- 
try wants and needs. Peace on that basis will restore confidence, 
relieve the financial and business interests of uneasiness and uncer- 
tainty, and stimulate enterprise. It will let loose the money locked 
in safe deposit vaults and send.a-healthy current into every channel 
of human activity. 
It .will at once1 put business on the level, on 


firm ground and within boundaries which clearly define the line .be- 
tween what is lawful and what is unlawful. The banks are full, of 
money which should be employed. There is a demand for develop- 
ment in every line of endeavor. Money will begin to circulate and 
the wheels of industry turn as soon as peace is restored, and a feel- 
ing of security and stability imparted to the financial world. 
We 


•believe peace is near at hand. When it does come there will be a 
tremendous revival of activity in every field of endeavor. 


A jubilant note of confidence rings 'through the figures of last 


week's bank clearings report. There is a large increase in .the vol- 
ume of clearings throughout the country, the increase being so gen- 
erally distributed as to indicate prosperous business conditions in 
every State in the Union. Only half a dozen minor cities report a 
decrease in clearings, and the decreases are all insignificant. " Every 
great commercial center reports from fifteen to thirty per cent in- 
crease. Portland, Oregon, is the only city of commercial import- 
ance and considerable rank to report a decrease. However, it is 
general knowledge that business and financial conditions in Port- 
land are in excellent shape. What is deserving, of special attention 
is the fact that.the volume of business is swelling in a rising tide 
in every part of the'land. This spells activity and prosperity. It 
gives the lie to the stock-ticker and the wails of.Wall street. • It is 
a sign of financial health and industrial stability. 


Sfudenf Blackguardism at Yale. 


President Hadley ought to give the,Yale students a few lessons 


in gentility with a pick-handle or a fence-picket. 
During a per- 


formance given in New Haven by Gaby Deslys, the notorious 
French dancer, a band of Yale men broke into a, disgraceful riot. 
They rushed upon the stage, chased the performers to their.dress- 
ing rooms and smashed things generally. After they were ejected by 
the police they stoned the theater and assaulted the stage hands. 


The excuse for this display of rowdyism was that the more im- 


modest parts of the performance were cut out by order of the police. 
The college men went to the theater to see something nasty and cut 
up rough because they were disappointed. . They acted like hood- 
lums because they were not treated to a libinous performance.:They 
acted like black'guards because their blackguardly taste was-not 
gratified. 


Yale will not profit by the incident. One is naturally justified 


in drawing the conclusion that the social atmosphere of Yale is not 
of the best. Apparently It is decidedly off color. What can be the 
standard of good breeding in an institution in which such1, things 
occur? The public opinion that will tolerate such conduct is of a 
low order. It has. not the quality that makes real gentlemen. . .It 
would not be quite up to par at a hoodlum picnic or a frontier dance 
hp.ll.

All of them exploit'sexual 
vice and appeal to- diseased moral sentiment and prurient; curiosity 
by making grossly exaggerated assertions' regarding the social im- 
purity existing in communities in which :they'are strangers. 


O'ddly enough they recomriiend themselyes;to a certain pious ele- 


ment by, descanting about foul things in~a foul-way and by telling 
people they are dwelling in sinks of iniquity. They revel in filth and 
show a remarkably intimate knowledge of the phases of the vice which 
provides them' a topic and an excuse for bumming on-the communi- 
ties they libel. In half .a day they will .know more about the, vices 
and vicious haunts of a city than the ordinary resident would find 
out in a lifetime. They,-make wildly sensational statements; with- 
out the slightest knowledge or investigation:—in other, words, lie 
like sin about sin and 'sinners, making merchandise of' the ordure of 
an unclean and diseased imagination, raking over moral muck to 
edify people who ought to be ashamed to listen to and give counte- 
nance to such human maggots.

Oakland has been,'periodically infected with these journeymen 


scandal-mongers, but has'not suffered much lately. San Francisco 
has had a surfeit of these unclean visitants. One hears of them from 
time to time denouncing this city and that as a modern* Sodom. Their 
business is simply'one "of public defamation. The wonder is that 
they are: not'tarred and feathered in half the towns^ they:visit. It is 
a still greater marvel that people flock to h.ear them,and actually pay 
them money to tell them revolting lies about themselves and their 
neighbors.

Senator Assails the Allopathic 


School of Medicine in 


Chicago Speech. 


•..CHICAGO, 
Nov." 
25.—United States 


Senator Works of California, addressing 
ths -National League for .Medical Free- 
dom here last nicht, assailed the allo- 
pathic school of medicine as seeking to 
form a trust.to the exclusion of all other 
methods of healing and particularly de- 
nounced the. medical examination of pub- 
lic school pupils. His remarks were di- 
rected, chiefly to the part of the school 
Inspection Involving . girls , In the upper 
grades. He said: 


"I sincerely hope you never have med- 


ical Inspection here. Do you know that 
in many states under medical Inspection 
practice,, girls from 14 to 20 are re- 
quired to bare their bodies! to the waist 
andnsubmit to an Inspection, usually by 
an unsuccessful or young doctor just out 
fit school, and all this 
without 
the 


knowledge .or presence of their moth- 
ers?" 


He referred to incidents involving In- 


jury, or death to . students which ha said 
resulted from medical examination and 
criticized the Oren" bill, which proposed 
to., exclude from the canal zone practice 
of, medicine by any one -not approved of 
by a board- of examiners. 


He told of the medical work under the 


different branches of the federal govern- 
ment and predicted an allopathic trust 
If governmental officials were 
not 
to 


have the last word as to who should 
practice medicine. 


He said lie was- a Christian Scientist, 


but he was actuated solely .by a desire 
for medical freedom and not by a hope 
that .his : method - of he'aline would sup- 
plant other*.

Panama canal" was the keynote of a 
talk which Congressman Joseph R. 
Knowland gave at the open meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce,' Thir- 
teenth 
and 
Harrison 
streets, 
last 


night. The "subject of his lecture, 
•which was heard by an 'audience that 
packed the auditorium, and which was 
profusely illustrated with stereoptican 
views of Oakland and the Panama 
canal zone, was "Oakland's Harbor 
Development With Relation • to 
the 


Completion of the Panama Canal." 


"We must be prepared to .make the 


most of the wonderful opportunities 
which will come with the opening of 
the canal early In 1913, an. event 
which will exert a far greater in- 
fluence 
on the , section about 
San 


Francisco bay In particular than any 
other 'event In history," said Know- 
land, who, as a member of the Pan- 
ama canal commission, has made a 
study of the details of its construc- 
tion and the ends to be achieved by 
its completion. 
"I have made three 


visits to the canal none as a commis- 
sioner and leave again early In the 
coming month for my fourth visit, 
and can say that when Colonel Goeth- 
als says the canal will be ready for 
use In 1913, he Is speaking- only what 
is strictly true." 


FIRST OPEN MEETING. 


Knowland'a . address was given ' at 


the first regular monthly open meet- 
Ing of the Chamber of Commerce, a 
series of meetings destined to ac- 
quaint the citizens of Oakland .with 
the work being done.by the organiza- 
tion abroad and also to discuss sub- 
jects of general interest to" the com- 
munty. 
The recent visit of Con- 


gressman William E. Humphrey of 
•Washington, member of the House 
rivers and harbors committee, who in- 
spected for that committee the har- 
bor development work being clone by 
Oakland and Alameda,, brought before 
the public the question of acting 
quickly on the matter of preparation 
for the opening-, of the canal. 


Congressman Knowland, after a few 


preliminary remarks by President H. 
C. Capwell of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who presided, and an. Introduc- 
tion by Secretary A. A. Denison, spoke 
of the Intentions of. the government 
In the development of Oakland har- 
bor, throwing pictures on the screen 
of Oakland scenes and subjects. 


KNOWLAND'S ADDRESS. 


' He then dwelt on the work being 
done here as related to. the'-canal 
opening, and in the course of his re- 
marks had the following to say: 
The announcement that the Panama 


Canal will be ready by July, 1913, to pass 
ships from ocean to ocean Is somewhat 
startling, for we had generally regarded 
the opening of this mighty'waterway as an 
event of the somewhat distant future. 
"When It is realized that only 19 months 
will elapse before we. begin to reap the 
benefits which will accrue with the com- 
, pletion of the greatest engineering pro- 
ject of the ago, we are Impressed with 
| Ihe Immediate necessity of bestirring our- 
selves on this side of the bay. "We must 
be prepared to make the most of .'the 
greatest opportunity ever offered to Oak- 
land and Alameda county. 
The govern- 


ment project for 30 feet of water In the 
main channel should ba rushed, and It 
behooves the city of Oakland to.push tha 
work now under way for additional flock 
facilities. We cannot afford to lose time. 


CANAL TO BENEFIT OAKLAND. 


It Is difficult to appreciate what the 


opening- of the canal will mean to this 
locality. New steamship lines are being 
projected and the demands for docks will 
Increase as the months pass. "Under the 
present government project we will have. 
SO feet of water and a 300-foot channel 
around both sides of the tidal basin. We 
need this now and with the opening, of 
the canal the necessity for the enlarge- 
ment of the present .project will be ' ap- 
parent. I am going, to immediately ask 
for a new survey by the government.'Oak- 
land will, in the near future, have greater 
wharf facilities than San Francisco. All 
this space will be utilized In handling 
freight, and, In the flnal analysis, that la 
what counts. Where ship and" rail meet; 
the business -will b& transacted. Our.har^ 
bor Is .our greatest asset. . Hundreds - of 
cities' throughout the Country, have grown, 
and prospered because of • their .location 
upon waterways, and, in many instances^ 
conditions have not been nearly as .fav-' 
orable as those which exist .in Oakland. 


IMPORTANCE OF PROPER TOLLS'. 
, 


Through the. canal 16-knot steamers: 


will make the New York-Oakland run 
in 16 days, and faster steamers will cut 
this to 11 days. What .possibilities this 
opens for our shippers, provided that the 
tolls are not fixed .at a figure that will 
totally destroy tho canal's commercial 
advantages. We must squarely face this 
situation. 
The questions connected with 


the canal's operation and future manage- 
ment are . as important, In my' humble 
opinion, as the 
engineering 
problems 


which have arisen during the prosecu- 
tion of the work? We will soon >be In a 
position to know whether the canal has 
been constructed for the benefit of tha 
foreign shipper and ship-owner or In the 
interest of the people who must. Indirectly 
at least, bear the burdens Incident to tha 
-enormous' outlay which the enterprise is 
entailing. 


To charge a toll rate that would pay 


interest upon an outlay of 5375,000,000 
and cover" the operating expenses of fully 
$3,000,000 annually, would 
destroy 
the 


commercial importance of the canal. This 
statement Is based upon the most ac- 
curate estimates 
obtainable 
concerning 


the tonnage likely to pass through the 
completed canal. The report of the Is- 
thmian Canal Commission, published in 
1901, 
contains a careful compilation un- 


der the heading, "Cargo tonnage, of. the 
existing maritime commerce that might 
use an Isthmian Canal, 1899-1909." .Last 
year the quartermaster's department of 
the commission took 
this 
report and 


brought It down to date. They estimate 
that the available tonnage In 1915 will 
be 7,000,000 tons net register. 
This, is 


regarded as a conservative estimate. To 
grant free tonnage/to our American mer- 
chant marine engaged In the coastwise 
trade, and to fix the tolls for foreign 
ships as low-as $1.00 per net ton would, 
under the segregation made by the com- 
mission, pay all operating expenses and 
still leave-a balance to apply to the In- 
terest fund.. 


WILL INTRODUCE TOLL.B.I.LL. 


We appropriate millions annually for 


the Improvement of our rivers and har- 
bors with- the object In view of, develop- 
ing commerce. 
No charge Is made for 


ships using our rivers or passing through 
tho government channels within our har- 
bors. Should-I propose such a charge in 
Congress by the Introduction of a bill, 
the people living upon every waterway 
throughout the nation would flle a vlg-- 
orous protest through" their representa- 
tives, and yet I predict that when I In- 
troduce my bill Jor free, tolls through tta 
canal for American ships engaged in. the.

mobile arranging a part :of Its mechan- 
ism,. Axtell stole up to the rear wheel 
of the machine and fired point blank at 
the autolst, wounding him in the back 
and causing his death nine hours later. 


PLEADED INSANITY. 


The attorneys for the defense .pleaded 
insanity In behalf of tho accused anil 
summoned many of the prominent people 
of tha community to testify as to his 
mental condition. 
During the trial it 


was revealed that Axtell and Sollars had 
been sworn- enemies for years, and that 
the editor had written scathing articles 
about the citizen and that Soliara was 
believed to have 
gossiped 
about the 


editor, attacking his honor and Integrity 
and had for a period of years- been the 
instigator of many 
stories •' which by 
.reason of. their widespread 
popularity 
.had greatly annoyed the editor. 


A few nights before' the murder, two 


young women school 
teachers
